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The next course commences on 1 tfay and will contime for 10 ronths. Studante 
will be trained to meet the qualifications for deputy for technical equirment

will train others to meet the qualifications for NVA driving instructor. The 
school is closely supervised by the SOC the resronsible officer being Liau- 
tenant Golonel Alishkev.

6, The specialist school at Doberlug trains personnel to repair HV1 heavy wearons. 
The premises are being fitted owt vith a view to converting the school in “he 
near fu'ure into a large repair shop where all heavy equipment (field cuns, 
tanks, ete.) of the AVA will be repaired when damaged beyond the capabilivies 
of repair facilities of the various Veda. The sehool is run by Mdr. Busechmann, 
who will almost certainly stay on vhen the conversion to repair shop takes 
place. The school is also to be resronsible for training 24 mobile veraiz 
platoons for arms and equipment Claffen und GerBte). The specifiextions for 
the 24 vehicles needed by these crewa have been forwarded to the Ilinister 
President's Bureau for Economic Juestions. 


7, The avecialist school Potsdam I is a Yolit/Kultur school for HVA officers. 
As such it is on a considerably hisher Jevel than the achool at Berlin-I'roptow, 
Attached to this school is the "Sultur “nsemble" of the HVA, which spacializss 
in political plays and folk dancinr. 


&. The Vida reserved for srecial dutios {2bV) at Dessau, Pinnow, and Trevertietzen 
wore originally activated as summex training canps (Sommerlager) where mancuvers 
and use of heavy equipment could 32 rraeticed. The premises at Pinnew ars now be~. 
ing repaired and built up and it avpaars that preparations are being unde to ea~ 
tablish this place as a normal Bercltachatt of 1,890 ren, but the other Guo VFDs 
will definitely remain as sumer training camps. 


9. The telephone and teleprinter cormunication net of the HVA is referrei to as the 
"OB Nets", Communication net control stations (Nachrichten Leitstellen} were 
installed, ono in each Land, with the responsibility of repairing amy breakdown 
as quickly as possible. “Shen the Laander Leitstellen of the AVA were dissolved 
at the end of 1950, the Nachrichten eltstallen remainad, each beine taken over 
administratively by the nearest Volkapolizei Dienststelle., 


10. The Fachabteilunsen of the HVA are rosnonsible for the drawine up of training 
programs in particular subjects, and fer tho suporvision of the maintenance of 
the related equipment. Fachabteilune B is for artillery, Fachabteiluns © or 
armored vehicles, and Fachabteiiunr: D for engineers. Fachabteilunge GC, feo ax 
ample, draws up the training prorvrem Cor e particular stage of training in 
armored varfare and submits it to the Leiter Myr Ausbildune of the HVA. “he 
leiter examines the program and may rofer it back to Fachabmilung( for eiticlaus 
and sugpested alterations. When the prorram le finally agreed, it is handed to 
the chief of Fachabteilung C for his sienature., The Loiter fir Ausbiljunc then 

-sgigns it and presents it to General Insepekteur Hoffmann for hia signature. + 
is then sent to the VPD concerned vhere the commandant hands it to his Joriwhy 
for technical equipment (Stellvertreter fiir Technische Ausristung), wio in tum 
wuts the training course into oreration. 
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
